SAVING BEES IN WINTER 


Washington, Nov. 
3.—-No bee- 


keeper, says a new publication of the 
U. S. department of agriculture, ever 
gave a bee colony too much protec- 
tion in the winter. Insufficient pro- 
tection, is the great cause of the win- 
ter losses which now range from one- 
tenth to one-half of the colonies. 


The beekeeper should aim to main- 


tain a temperature about the bees of 
approximately 57 degrees Fahrenheit. 
If the temperature in the hive is per- 
mitted to fail below this point, the 
bees, proceed to generate heat By 
their own muscular activity. This is 
a strain upon their vitality which, of 


course, increases as the outside tem- 
perature diminishes. Many of the 
older bees succumb to it and even 
those that survive are in poor condi- 
tion in the spring when the work of 
brood-rearing should begin. 


In generating this heat the Dees 


form a cluster, those on the outside 
crowding together to prevent the es- 
cape of the heat that is generated 
within. 


Properly insulated hives will carry 


the bees through the winter in good 
condition. 
Sawdust, chaff, broken 


cord, shavings, paper, dry leaves, etc., 
have all proved satisfactory.

SAVING BEES IN WINTER 


Washington, Nov. 3.—-No bee- 


keeper, says a new publication of the 
U. S. department of agriculture, ever 
gave a bee colony too much protec- 
tion in the winter. Insufficient pro- 
tection, is the great cause of the win- 
ter losses which now range from one- 
tenth to one-half of the colonies. 


The beekeeper should aim to main- 


tain a temperature about the bees of 
approximately 57 degrees Fahrenheit. 
If the temperature in the hive is per- 
mitted to fail below this point, the 
bees, proceed to generate heat By 
their own muscular activity. This is 
a strain upon their vitality which, of 


course, increases as the outside tem- 
perature diminishes. Many of the 
older bees succumb to it and even 
those that survive are in poor condi- 
tion in the spring when the work of 
brood-rearing should begin. 


In generating this heat the Dees 


form a cluster, those on the outside 
crowding together to prevent the es- 
cape of the heat that is generated 
within. 


Properly insulated hives will carry 


the bees through the winter in good 
condition. 
Sawdust, chaff, broken 


cord, shavings, paper, dry leaves, etc., 
have all proved satisfactory.
